 With leave of the committee, Jennifer Greenlief, Dept. of Agriculture, addressed the 

committee and responded to questions. 

 On motion of Senator Mann, the committee agreed to the language of the committee 

substitute. 

 Without objection, the committee authorized counsel to incorporate the amendment into 

the committee substitute. 



 On motion of Senator Mann the committee recommended the Com Sub for SB383 be 

reported to the full senate with the recommendation that it do pass, but under the original double 

reference first be referred to the Committee on Finance. 

 Committee Substitute for S. B. 344 - Relating to operation of state-owned farms.  

Counsel explained the committee substitute. 

 Questions and answers followed.  

 On motion of Senator Mann, the committee agreed to the language of the committee 

substitute. 

 Without objection, the committee authorized counsel to incorporate the amendment into 

the committee substitute. 

 On motion of Senator Mann the committee recommended the Com Sub for SB344 be 

reported to the full senate with the recommendation that it do pass.
